WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—()— 
An admiral of the Royal Neth- 
erlands navy succeeded to the 
command of American and other 
Allied sea forces defending the 
rich East Indies today as Japa- 
nese hordes battered the once- 
guardian fortress of Singapore. 

The shakeup in command was 
occasioned, it was officialy an- 
nounced, by the heretofore unre- 
vealed illness of Admiral Thomas 
C. Hart, 64-year-old American, 
who requested to be relieved of 
his weighty duties as chief of the 
combined naval forces in the 
western Pacific. 

To the place he had held since 
January 17 the United Nations 
leadership elevated his second-in- 
command, Vice Admiral C. E. L. 
Helfrich. This 55-year-old native 
of the Indies thus becomes su- 
preme director of Allied naval 
strategy on the eve of desperate 
days for the islands’ defenders— 
days which may produce the bit- 
terest naval fighting of the war 
to date.

A gain of approximately $64,000 
in the operation of the State High- 
way Patrol during the past year 
was attributed yesterday by Major 
John E. Goodwin, director, to the 
purchase of’ new automobiles and 
an increase in services.

He further explained that 23 
men had been placed on the pay 
roll of the Georgia Bureau of In- 
vestigation, a branch of the de- 
partment, since last year and that 
this hac accounted for a consid- 
erable increase. These men, he 
said, were specializing in tracking 
down cattle, tire and automobile 
thieves. 

Goodwin added that he now had 
on his pay roll four tag inspectors 
to do the work formerly assigned 
to 15 inspectors with the revenue 
department and that during the 
past year 100,000 more drivers’ 
licenses than formerly were issued 
to the public under the family 
driver’s license law, thus account- 
ing for a still further rise in op- 
erating costs. 

It was explained that increases 
in the salaries of patrolmen were 
authorized under the law which

Officials laid the increasing 
gravity of the rubber situation to 
additional military requirements 
and the prospect of “very sub- 
stantial increases” in these needs. 

In the first action of its kind, 
the War Production Board issued 
detailed specifications for 10 ma- 
jor classes of rubber goods to save 
some 25,000 tons of crude rubber 
annually. 

The order provided for 15 per 
cent less rubber in automobile 
tires, only 7 1-2 ounces in bicycle 
tires instead of 17, and only half 
a pound of rubber in boots and 
overshoes. 

Administrator Leon Henderson 
declared that so little crude rub- 
ber was available for retreading 
that probably no motorists except 
those now eligible to buy new tires 
would be able to buy retreads or 
have their present tires recapped 
under the rationing to start Feb- 
ruary 19. However, in case addi- 
tional supplies of retreading ma- 
terial becomes available, a sec- 
ondary list of eligibles has been 
established. 

This “if- and when” list includes 
traveling salesmen, taxicab driv- 
ers, certain essential executives 
and workers, employes of federal, 
state and local governments, farm- 
ers and owners of passenger cars 
ised by newspapers for wholesale 
deliveries. 

Henderson said flatly that no 
retreading material would be 
available this month for passenger 
cars and that the supply for March 
was doubtful. He added that 
“events will dictate the future pro- 
duction of this material.” None of 
the eligibles on the if and when 
list will be able to obtain retread | 
ration certificates this month and 
next.

Tt. is an obvious and old trick to sow dis- 
sension among your enemies. The Germans 
and the Japanese are fully aware of this, and 
of its value. 

Already the efforts to bring about disunity 
between the allied nations, especially between 
the United States and Britain, are obvious. 
Some of them are deliberate, the direct work 
of enemy agents. Most, however, are unwit- 
ting, done by our own people who do not take 
sufficient thought of the implications of what 
they repeat, nor the results of their unthinking 
criticisms or “wise cracks.” 

Undoubtedly the British have made errors 
of judgment. So do all nations, so have we. 
We regret, and so do the British, now, that 
Singapore was not armed sufficiently, with the 
right -types of defense, to make it impregnable 
to any attack. But we should regret it still 
more if, because of withdrawals of defensivé 
forces from Singapore, the Suez Canal, India 
or the British Isles themselves, were overrun 
by the enemy. 

Another iittle worm, eating at the neces- 
sary mutual confidence which the two nations 
must maintain, is the idea that “the British 
don't fight, they let the Canadians and Aus- 
tralians do it all.” How false this charge is 
is shown in statistics, published in the Rich- 
mond News Leader. 

Those figures show that, from the opening 
of the war on September 1, 1929, to January 
1, 1942, the percentages of casualties in the 
armed forces of the empire showed 71.3 per 
cent were English, Scotch and Welsh; 5 per 
cent Colonials; 5.5 per cent Indians, and 18.2 
per cent the combined dominions of Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. 

Britain has, perforce, fought a defensive 
war ever since Dunkirk. She has held the 
enemy at bay and thus saved the entire free 
world. Even as we, today, as explained by 
President Roosevelt, must fight a defensive 
war until we gain the necessary superiority in 
force. 

But don’t listen to anyone who tells you 
that propaganda-inspired lie that the British 
jet others do their fighting for them. The

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tion of that stupid canard.

Wise Resignation. 

Mayor Fiorella LaGuardia, of New York, 
has, at last, quit his extra job as national di- 
rector of the Office of Civilian Defense. It has 
been felt, for some time, that, energetic though 
he may be, the job of mayor of the nation’s 
largest city is enough to occupy his entire at- 
tention, if properly done. 

James M. Landis, executive of the OCD, 
will succeed Mayor LaGuardia as director. 
He takes over the responsibility at a difficult 
time, but with the confidence of the nation as 
a whole. 

The chief difficuity faced by Landis is the 
continued presence of Mrs. Roosevelt as as- 
seociate director. Mrs. Roosevelt has been ac- 
cused, by congress, of using the office to place 
her personal “pets” in lucrative jobs, many of 
which are so foreign to the basic purposes of 
OCD that they can be regarded as nothing but 
excess trimming. 

Civilian defense is the job of organizing the 
civilians of the nation so, if the enemy ever 
attacks this country, either by air, land or by 
sea, the population will know what to do in 
the face of any emergency. Concern over the 
health, recreation and art development of the 
people, while utterly praiseworthy in the gen- 
eral sense, is of minor importance to the real 
job. 

It will be difficult for Landis to properly 
direct the activities of Civilian Defense with 
Mrs. Roosevelt as co-director. She should, in 
interest of the nation, promptly resign. Her 
prestige as first lady of the land makes it hard 
for any man, no matter what authority he is 
given, to refuse her requests or demands. 

In all fairness, Director Landis should be 


given a free hand to show what he can do

Please, Don’t Talk About It! 

“We aren't talking about the pensions or 
their repeal and we hope there won't be so 
much talk about it in the future.” So is quoted 
a member of the Democratic steering com- 
mittee of the house, at Washington, after dis- 
cussion of the “pension grab” bill recently 
slipped through the house on “unanimous con- 
sent” rule and with a majority of members 
ignorant of the provision providing pensions 
for themselves. 

Naturally these beneficiaries of a self-voted 
raid on the Treasury hope there won’t be “so 
much talk about it in the future.” Having 
succeeded in passing the bill and getting the 
Signature of President Roosevelt on it, they 
would like their constituents to keep quiet and, 
before election time comes around, forget 
about it. 

Undoubtedly, if they could have arranged 
to pay themselves pensions with nobody, out- 
side congress, knowing anything about it, they 
would have done it that way. The newspapers 
of the country, however, are not all asleep. 
Some of them saw and understood what was 
being done and the nation may thank a free 
press that congress was not able to commit 
this grievous and outrageous thing in the dark. 

Representative Ramspeck, author of the 
bill and now its defender, is reported as “en- 
treating” the house not to get “panic stricken” 
or “unduly excited” about the nation-wide wave 
of criticism of the act. He, too, is probably 
hoping “there won’t be so much talk about it,” 
in the future. 

Every expression from congressmen them- 
selves, every indication is that most did not 
realize they were voting pensions for them- 
selves when they approved, under the consent 
rule, the bill to amend the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Fund act. Most of them have already 
said they will vote for repeal of the congres- 
sional pension Clause if a repeal bill is brought 
to the floor. . 

The report that some representatives have 
been threatened with reprisals, in the form of 
curtailment of public funds for projects in 
their states, if they do not cease efforts for 
repeal of the pension law, is, if correct, the 
worst revelation of all of the low state to 
which congress has fallen. 

For that threat implies these public funds 
are given not on a basis of need for the project, 
but as “pork barrel” gravy to the different 
beneficiary states. Which in itself is a woeful 
admission at a time when all projects should 
be located, all appropriations made with only 
one object in view—their value, both as to lo- 
cation and necessity, from the war viewpoint. 

If the projects have been so located, free of 
the “pork barrel’ taint, the threat to withhold 
appropriations in reprisal for congress pension 
opposition, is nothing more nor less than ac- 
knowledgement of willingness to injure the 
nation’s war effort for the sake of securing a 
life pension, 

This means that congressmen, some of them, 
place more importance upon getting a pension 
for themselves than upon winning the war. A 
horribly frightening thought, but inescapable 
if those reported threats have really been made, 

Congress may rest assured that there will 
continue to be plenty of “talk” about this pen- 
sion grab, regardless of their hopes that it will 
die down. And, if the members are not given 
opportunity to place themselves on record, by 
roll call vote, on repeal of the measure, the 
“talk” will be loudest when next election time 
comes around.

TANGLED PARTY LINES WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Just 


what President Roosevelt meant

Senator C. Wayland (Curly) Brooks, Republican, who heads the 
slate of candidates seeking renomination, was an ultra-isolationist 
before Pearl Harbor and is backed by the Chicago Tribune, which, 
of all newspapers in the country, President Roosevelt probably dis- 
likes the most. 

Opposing Brooks is the new Chicago Sun, founded by Marshall 
Field III in competition with the Tribune. A third Chicago news- 
— the Daily News, is headed by Secretary of the Navy Frank 

nox. 


BOTH DIVIDED Both the Democratic and Republican fronts 

are divided. On the Democratic side there 
is Mayor Edward J. Kelly, of Chicago, loud in his support of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt nationally but closely allied with the Tribune on 
many state and city issues. Kelly is an arch enemy of Knox and 
also of Mr. Roosevelt’s secretary of the interior, Harold L. Ickes, 
and he doesn’t get along very well with Senator Scott Lucas, who 
marshals Illinois Democrats, outside of Chicago. 

Kelly wanted the Democratic senatorial nomination for himself 
and twice, in the past three weeks, he has visited the White House, 
presumably in an effort to win the President’s blessing for this 
aspiration. Mr. Roosevelt, it is authoritatively stated, told Kelly 
he was for any Democrat whom Kelly and Lucas could agree upon. 

After that Kelly withdrew from the contest, but announced, his 
support of Raymond S. McKeough, a Chicago congressman, who is 
in all respects as unsatisfactory to Lucas as Kelly himself. Also, 
McKeough does not meet the demand for a candidate whose sup- 
port of President Roosevelt’s war measures has been unalloyed. He 
voted against the administration proposal to extend the one-year 
term of Army draftees, which passed the house by the scant margin 
of one vote. 

The only candidate so far entered against McKeough in the 
Democratic primary is Alderman Paul Douglas, a left-wing Chicago 
University professor, who opened his campaign with a searing blast 
against Mayor Kelly and his co-boss, Patrick Nash. 

Senator Lucas and other downstate Democrats do not believe 
either McKeough or Douglas would prove a strong candidate, but 
they so far have been unable to agree on a better one. 


100 PER CENTER On the Republican side, Brooks is opposed 

for renomination by Warren Wright, pres- 
ent state treasurer and an avowed 100 per cent supporter of the 
Roosevelt war policies. Wright, however, suffers from the charge 
that he is chiefly the hand-picked candidate of Mr. Knox. Illinois 
Republicans bitterly resented Knox’s acceptance of a place in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s cabinet on the eve of the Republican nation:.l con- 
vention in the summer of 1940. They were unable to see this as 
anything but a Roosevelt coup, designed to split the Republican 
opposition at the start of his third-term campaign. 

To say the least, Mr. Knox is not popular with fellow Republi- 
cans of his home state, and latterly this same feeling has extended 
to Wendell L. Willkie, chiefly because Willkie and Knox have been 
in agreement on international issues. 

Since Pearl Harbor all Republican elements in Illinois, includ- 
ing Senator Brooks and the Chicago Tribune, have been all-out for 
prosecution of the war to the limit. That may be why Mr. Roose- 
velt specified that candidates, to win his support, must be not only 
for war measures now but possessed of a record of backing the ad- 
ministration throughout the war emergency—that is, before Pearl 
Harbor. 


HERE IS DIFFICULTY All of which illustrates the difficulty 
the President and Mr. Willkie, in 


their common desire to secure a 100 per cent pro-war congress, are 
going to have in separating the sheep from the goats. If Mr. Wright is 
nominated jn the Republican primary it would seem logical for both 
Roosevelt and Willkie to get behind him. But the odds presently 
are that Brooks will beat Wright in the Republican primary and, 
even if the latter should win, President Roosevelt, in order to 
support him, would be compelled to repudiate the candidate of his 
own party. 

The President's utlimate choice, for example, might be between 
Wright, a war supporter but otherwise opposed to the administta- 
tion’s policies, and McKeough, doubtful on war issues but an ad- 
ministration supporter in all other respects. 

If Wright is nominated the course of Messrs, Willkie and Knox 
will be easy. They can go down the line for him with no qualms. 
But suppose Brooks is the Republican nominee and his opponent 
is McKeough or some other henchman of the Kelly-Nash machine, 
not entirely satisfactory even as to his war attitude: The choice of

WHOSE APATHY? Here of late the public has been scolded 
for its apathy. Apathy does exist, but 
the facts are that apathy grows out of lack of leadership. 

We have congressmen saying that, unless they are freed of the 
horrid fear of being defeated and put to work 
for a living they might fall into the habit of 
taking bribes. 

This seriously was advanced as the chief 
reason for pensioning congressmen, 

At least several thousand people were made 
apathetic by this act of congress. Nothing has 
happened in a long time which has so dis- 
couraged the buying of defense stamps and 
bonds as this act of congress. 

Mr. Robert Ramspeck, author of the bill, 
has stated publicly and in letters to his cone 
stituents that full notice was given to one’and 
all about the provisions of the bill. 

Congressman Malcolm Tarver and others 
state publicly that few members of the house 
knew anything at all about it and. that, on the 
contrary, when Congressman Gore, of Tennes- 
see, acting as the official objector, asked for in- 
formation, no information whatsoever was 

given as to the pension provisions for congressmen. 

All this destroys the confidence of the people. 

The people will take less sugar, less gasoline, no tires, and what- 
ever other rationing the government orders. It will take all this 
with a smile, if it has confidence. 

But the congress of the United States must realize that it serious- 
ly has disturbed the confidence of the people. The people do not 
understand why they must sacrifice and why congress must make 
itself secure. 

If congress must have pensions to keep their souls free, that 
disturbs the people who elect them. 

There is apathy because too many of the nation’s leaders have 
failed to supply public confidence, 

Whose apathy is it? 


NOT A TRUST FUND As long as the people see congress re-

as a private trust fund to be held for life, no other word of congress 
will be taken with confidence. 

The familiar blat that the newspapers have exaggerated, or mis- 
quoted, or misinformed, is so shopworn and trite that the public 
long ago learned this was familiar political retort. 

Melvyn Douglas recently was criticized by congress for accepting 
a job paying $8,000 a year in the Office of Civilian Defense. Some 
few commentators joined in the attack. 

It now develops that Mr. Douglas is not receiving a cent for his 
services and accepted the job with that understanding. He simply 
was trying to be of some service in the field where his talents could 
be used. 

The theatrical and movie people have been most generous of 
their time and talents and have been called on to give almost in- 
numerable performances, particularly in the field of bond sales. 

A dancer, hired by Mrs. Roosevelt, was hurt and shocked to find 
herself criticized. She had given up a better position to take the one 
offered her because she thought she was being called upon to serve, 

These two events, minor in character, but magnified by a sort of 
mob spirit, have hurt public confidence. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt is a fine and able person, but in her 
zeal to serve she has forgot that she is under fire and that, as the 
wife of the President, she is not the person to act in an official 
capacity. Her great intelligence, energy and the wide respect and 
admiration she has earned, can be of greater use in another capacity, 

Had the organization been handled by someone else, the unjusti- 
fied mob-scene against Douglas and the dancer, Miss Chaney, would 
not have occurred. 


THE WILL TO DO The American people want to know what

A Washington column recently made much of the fact that 18 
dollar-a-year men in the power division of the late OPM are utility 
men and are still drawing salaries from the companies that loaned 
them to the government. 

Thus stated in a gossip column, it seems a serious charge. It 
seems to mean that the utilities put over a fast one by planting 18 
of their men in OPM to look after the power interests, and are 
secretly paying them their regular salaries because they are serving 
their masters instead of their country. 

Now all of this may be true, There may be dirty work at the 
cross-roads. I wouldn’t know. 

But if you were organizing OPM and needed men in the power 
division to co-ordinate our electric systems for defense, would you 
choose utility experts or farmers? 

And if men quit their regular jobs to serve the government at 
$1 a year, should their employers continue paying their salaries 
or let them try to get along on 2 cents a day. 

Should public service be limited to those who are rich enough 
to live without pay? 

Another frequent criticism is that public servants give jobs 
to their friends. So they do; and some of them burden the pay 
roll and the taxpayer with people who are utterly worthless. 

But if you had a public job, and needed trustworthy helpers to 
handle part of the work, would you choose friends whose abilities 
were known to you or take a chance on strangers you never saw 
before? 

There is a lot of funny business in Washington, and rogues 
will steal the capitol dome if they aren’t watched; but this is a 
poor time to arouse suspicion of public servants who may be honest 
patriots. That sort of thing serves Hitler.
